Of the Late 
Duke of Buckingham's Creditors, 


b 1 HE Duke's whole Eſtate was veſted in the Earl of Shaftesbury, and others, upon Truſt, by Sale, 


or otherwiſe, ro raiſe Moneys to pay Debts in a Schedule, and to convey the Surpluſage as the 
Duke ſhould appoint. 


Part of the Eſtate was Sold, and ſeveral of the Schedule-Debts were paid off. 


The whole Eſtate of the Duke remaining unſold, was transferred to the now Biſhop of Rocheſter, Sir 


Robert Cleyton, and Fohn Wildman Eſquire, Subject to and under the Truſts mentioned in the Deed of the 
Eleventh of Auguſt, 1671. 


By Deed, Sealed by the Duke, Dutcheſs, and the Truſtees, reciting the Settlement of the Fleventh of AuguſPt, 
1671. The Duke and Dutches Declare and Appoint the Truſtees, by the Rents and Profits, or by Sale, to Raiſe 
Moneys to Pay all Debts, that then were, ( or afterwards ſhould be ) Charged on the Eſtate, with Intereſt 
and Damages, and after, for Payment of Funeral Charges, and ſuch Legacies, Annuities, and Sums of Money, 
as the Duke by Will, or other Writing ſhould Appoint, and to Defray ſuch Coſts and Expences as the 
Truſtees ſhould ſuſtain by the Truſt, and Appoint ſeveral Payments to be made, and Settlements to be Exc- 
cuted, out of the Surplulage, after the Death of the Duke, with a Power of Revocation. 


The Duke publiſhed a Will, and did thereby confirm the Deed of the Fifth of July, 1678. and all the 
Truſts therein declared and appointed, and gave ſeveral Legacies, and made his Truſtees Executors. 


The Duke publiſhed a Codicel, and declared his Will and Mind, That his Executors ſhould by Leaſes for 
Lives, or any Term of Years; or by abſolute Sale diſpoſe of ſuch Part of his Eſtate in the Counties of Tork, 
Rutland, or Leiceſter, as might raiſe Moneys ( over and above the Payment of his Debts ? ufficient to 
Pay and Diſcharge all the Debts and Incumbrances of” Edward Panfeltd Eſquire, - due and chargeable upon 
Cleifden, and other Lands which the faid Duke had contracted for, and purchas'd of the ſaid Edward Manfeild, 


that Cleifden being cleared, might be ſetled and enjoyed by the Dutcheſs of Buckingham, and Sir William 
Villiers, according to the Dukes Directions in his Codicel, 


The Duke afterwards took up, and borrowed ſeveral other Sums of Meney, and by ſeveral Indentures 
Sealed and Executed by the Duke and Dutcheſs, charged the ſame upon his Eſtate. And the better to ſecure 
the Repayment of the ſaid Debts, he revoked all Truſts. which he had Power to revoke. 


And there are many other Debts contracted by the Duke to Work-men, for his Building at Cleifden and 
clſewhere, and to Tradeſ-men and Servants, and fome Debts on ſpecialties. 


There are ſeveral Bills Exhibited in Chaxcery, againſt the Dukes Truſtees, by Mortgagees, Work-men, 
Trade-men, and Servants, to have Lands fold tor the payment of their Debts : And feveral of the Creditors 
had proceeded fo far, as to obtain Decrees in the Dukes Life time, for Sale of Lands; but before the Lands 
were Sold, or the Debts Paid, the Duke died. 


And by reaſon of the Infancy of the Perſon who claims the Equity of Redemption, as Heir to the faid Duke, 
the Truſtees cannot Execute the Truſts, by {ſelling Lands ſufficient for payment of the Debts, without an A& 
of Parliament. 


That unleſs a ſpeedy Sale be made of the Dukes Eſtate, whereby the Debts charged on the Eſtate at 


Intereſt may be ſatisfied, the Eſtate will be quite ſwallowed up and deſtroyed, and the Work-men, Tradeſ-men, 
and Servants will be ruined. 


Therefoze it is Þ2aved, 


Hat the Dukes' whole Eſtate may (by Act of Parliament) be Veſted in the Truſtees, ſubje&t to the Truſts, 
Directions and Appointments of the ſaid Duke, heretofore Declared and Provided for Payment and SatisfaRtion 


of all ſuch Debts of the ſaid Duke, as were juſtly due, and owing by him at the time of his Death ; and that they 
may be Enabled and Impowered to make Sale thereof accordingly. ; 
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
